I am glad to speak for such men as 


<31fford Pinchot for senator and Dean 
X*wis for governor. 
These men by 


their lives have honored the republic. 
It would be supreme good fortune to 
nave them in public position for al- 
ready in private position they have 
teen among the best and most useful 
public servants. 


Moreover I am glad to speak for 


the second time at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Progressive 
Service of Pennsylvania, 
first, 
be- 


cause Pennsylvania has taken an ad- 
vanced position in fighting fbr the 
Progressive Party and for the princi- 
ples which that P^rty represents, and 
second, because the most 
striking, 


and I am tempted to say, most 1m' 
portant of those principles is both, 
symbolized by and embodied in the 
fact that we have made the Progres 
Slve Service an integral and and es- 
sential portion of the working machin- 
ery of the Progressive Party. This ia 
One of the ways in which, we make 
it evident that our promises are to be 
made good by our performances; that 
oar platform was a solemn pledge, 
a contract of obligation and that the 
planks It contains were neither put in 
merely to catch votes before election 
and to be cheerfully repudiated after 
election nor put in with such reckless 
•Usregard of feasibility that the prom- 
ises they contained were certain to 
t>9 falsified the moment the attempt 
was made to reduce them to practice, 
Our whole fight centers around tha 
great principle of social and Indus- 
trial justice. 
Our platform was a 


veritable charter of democracy. Each 
promise in n set forth some principle 
Of conduct which itself represented 
one method of achieving our great 
central purpose. 


We are devoted to things, not 


Barnes. We are not fighting for re- 
renge nor rancor nor to gratify grudgea. 
When we oppose certain public men 
we oppose them merely because they 
embody and represent evil principles, 
or else because their practices have 
benn such that they cannot be trusted 
to stand In good faith for those great 
and vital principles of public morality 
which are essential to the permanent 
well-being of our people. 
We wiaa 


to see these vital principles incor- 
porated into our governmental system 
and become part of the habit of 
thought and habit of action among 
our people. 
We will gladly work 


with 
any 
men 
who 
will them- 


selves with open sincerity work for 
these principles, provided that they 
are men of such character as to justi- 
fy confidence In their good faith. 
In 


this spirit \ve ask all good citizens to 
co-operate with ua when, as here in 
Pennsylvania, we hold aloft the flag of 
good citizenship In the fight to trans 


Ism and also to sfioW hard~-headed com 
mon sense In trying to remove this 
Idealism from the domain of words 
Into the domain of de0ds. We realize 
that mere material well-being is nev 
er enough in itself, but only as a toun 
dation for a higher morality, a moral 
Ity of justice and fair dealing and 
spiritual aspiration,; we realize also 
that material well-being is absolutel: 
essential, because without it as a foun 
dation, there will be nothing what 
ever on which to build the lofty super 
structure of a higher life. We stand 
fpr justice to all and therefore we fee 
bound to work with heart and brain 
for that material prosperity the lack 
of which will prevent our doing jus- 
tice to an?one. We do not Intend to 
let the business man of brains u«e 
these brains to the detriment either 
of the men whq work with or under 
him, or of the men who are hi* rival* 
or of the general public; but we wilt 
to shape condition* »o that If he act* 
•quarely he will *ucceed, and this not 
only a* a matter of justice to him, bu 
because hi* success I* a factor of 
prime importance to the *uceeu of 
wage-worker and farmer alike. 
We 


wf*h to pa** prosperity around and 
for that very reason we desire that 
there may be in exlitenc* prosperity 
sufficient to pa** around. 


The present national administration 


Is pursuing a course that prevents th« 
existence of prosperity, and that does 
not offer a single serious or intelllgibU 
plan for passing prosperity around 
Should prosperity, In spite of the ad- 
ministration's efforts, at some future 
time return to our people. This Is true 
both as regards the trust question 
and the tariff question 
As regards 


both, the cnly wise course to follow 
is that set forth In the National Pro- 
gressive Platform. The nation should 
deal with both by continuing execu- 
tive action through administrative 
commissions of ample power. 
One 


commission should shape our tariff poll 
cies so as, with toorough knowledge 
disinterestedly acquired, to give prop- 
er encouragement to our merchants

'lean, with hollow cheeks and thin, 
black locks. He carried his four and 
twenty years with feverish animation. 
Breed had made folds about his eyes 
(Evil smiles had puckered bis mouth. 
Tae.wolf and pig struggled together in 
•his face. It was an eloquent, sharp, 
Ugly, earthly countenance. His hands 
(Were small and prehensile, with fingers 
knotted like a cord, and they were con- 
tinually flickering in front of him in 
(.violent and expressive pantomime 
'As for Tabary, a broad, complacent. 
admiring imbecility breathed from his 
squash nose and slobbering lips. He 
'had become a thief just as he might 
ibave become the most decent of bur- 
gesses by the imperious chance that 
rules the lives of human geese and hu- 
man donkeys.

SHOWERS OF 


A Resident Testifies to Having Seen 


the Phenomenon. 


Editor the Progress: 


I have just been reading your ar- 


ticle upon "Frog Showers." 


I am neither a disciple of Escula- 


pies, Blacksone, nor of Darwin, nor 
yet a native of Africa, but I can bear 
witness to the fact that there are lit- 
erally "Showers of Frogs". This was 
demonstrated to me when a child liv- 
ing at the corner of Market and Third 
streets, about 1856 or '57. 
A hard 


rain was in progress, when all at once 
we thought hail was beginning 
to 


fall. Going to the window, instead of 
hail we beheld dark objects coming 
down. When the rain had sufficiently 
slackened we ran out to see what 
the objects were, and to our surprise 
beheld the ground literally alive with' 
little frogs, in size from % to % of an 
inch in length. 


This phenomenon is indelibly iih- 


pressed upon my memory, as well as 
upon that of the once little boy, -a 
visitor at that time at my ^father's 
home, and we very often speak of it, 
but what I have wanted to know is — 
how did the frogs get up in the air or 
clouds' On this point I enclose note 
taken from Philadelphia Inquirer of 
June 30. 
"Showers of frogs, Vorms and organ- 
isms of a miscroscopie nature, swept 
up by the wind and earned ofl: in 
clouds for a considerable distance 
have been put on record ever since 
ancient classic times. 


"We gave a number of instances in 


two recent articles, published respec- 
tively on April 19 and May 3." 


This fact, does not say, either, that 


the myriads seen recently about the 
pavements and parks came in a rain, 
though that could have occurred in 
one of the several showers we had 
during the night.

If forecasts of statisticians be true, 


there will be fewer injuries, with a 
consequent decrease in the number of 
deaths from tetanus (lock-jaw)on $ur 
National holiday this year. In past 
years thousands have been maimed 
for life and left dependent upon the 
communities in which they live. 
To 


prevent such accidents and fatalities 
your Board of Health wishes to call 
your attention to the following facts 
which should receive prompt and skill 
ful attention in the event of injury. 


All injuries contaminated by street 


dust are 
serious and should be 


promptly treated to prevent lock-jaw 
Eighty-five per cent of persons suf- 
fering from lock-jaw under former 
methods of treatment died. 
With 


the use of tetanus antitoxin and prop- 
er treatment sixty per cent die, thus 
showing the high mortality with in- 
fected wounds of this character. 


If the wound is very slight or if the 


family physician is not available carry 
out the following measures exactly as 
stated. 


Thoroughly remove every particle 


of foreign material. 


Dry the would with sterile cotton, 


and then paint it liberally with tinc- 
ture of iodine. Be sure to get it into 
all the parts of the wound. 
This 


should be followed 
by a loose Wet 


dressing such as fifty per cent alcohol. 
Keep the cloths continuously wet. If 
the\skin is torn do not paste the flap 
down or try to close the wound as 
this is the surest way to encourage 
the growth of the lockjaw bacteria if 
there be any there. 


Remember however, that in wounds 


of this character the home treatment 
is not justifiable, and you should call 
a physician at once who will not only 
properly care for the wound but ad- 
minister a prophylactic dose of teta- 
nus antitoxin.

while also giving proper protection 
to our wage workers, our farmers and 
our business men. The other commis- 
sion should exercise strict supervision 
and control over big business. We 
should treat It with entire justice, 
drawing the line not on size, but on 
misconduct. 
We should encourage 


the big business man who does well 
and who regards his great abilities 
as a trust to be exercised as much in 
the Interest of tfee public as in hia own 
Interests. But we should check and 
punish him effectually and promptly 
when he exercises these abilities to 
tbe detriment either of the smaller 
business man with whom he competes, 
of the wage-workers who should share 
with him the benefits of his and their 
common efforts or of the general pub- 
lic whom he serves. 


As regards the tariff, I wish especial- 


ly tp call your attention to the prom- 
ises made by President Wilson and 
his supporters two years ago. They 
asserted that their method of tariff 
reduction would reduce the cost of 
living and would thus solve the trust 
question because, as they, said, the 
trusts were the creatures of the tariff. 
We then answered that their promises 
were empty words, that no such re- 
sults as they stated could, or would 
follow from the course they advocated 
and that only by the method we pro- 
pose could either the trust or the 
tariff question be dealt with so as to 
abate the existing evils and at the 
same time Increase the general well- 
being, 
"tewo short years have proved 


us to he right. Their promises have 
not been kept. Their performance has 
brought distress upon the nation. The 
cost of living has not been reduced. 
But the ability of the average man to 
earn a living has been greatly reduced. 
Not the slightest .progress has been 
made toward solving the trust ques- 
tion. 
But the business community 


has been harassed and harried to no 
purpose; and the prosperity of the 
business man has been checked exact- 
ly as the prosperity of the farmer and 
the wage worker has been checked. 
As 
for 
the 
farmer/ the present 


tariff, the administration's tariff, was 
eo framed as to result in the sacri- 
fice of , his interests. 
He had 
no 


spokesman, no friend in high quar- 
ters and his welfare was contemptu- 
ously sacrificed. At every point where 
bis interest was concerned he was 
made to suffer. As for the wage-work- 
er, the result of the tariff was that 
he suffered even more than his em- 
ployer. 
' 


As for the employer, sometimes he 


has been able to struggle on with the 
loss of profits, sometimes he has 
had to close his shop. In businesses 
in which any of 'the big1 trusts were 
concerned, it was the small competi- 
tors of the trusts who were injured 
and in many cases ruined. Tariff re- 
duction .as put into practice by the 
present administration has chiefly ben- 


_ eflted foreign rivals and competitors. 


It has done grave injury to the busi- 
ness community and the farming com- 
munity and has caused suffering to 
the wage-workers and the whole poli- 
cy of the administration has been one 
to cause our people in 'business, our 
people on the farms, our people with 
dinner pails, to look toward the fu- 
ture with grave concern and apprehen- 
sion. 


It Is, of course, essential to rebuke 


those leaders who, by their action, 
helped to put the present administra- 
tion In power, and, moreover, it is of 
vital consequence to the future well- 
being of our people, to drive from pub- 
lic life all men whose political activi- 
ties In state and nation alike, have 
been such as those of Senator Pen- 
rose. This Is not only a political but 
a moral Issue. 
I mention the name 


of Senator Penrose, merely because 
he typifies a class. I am not concern- 
ed with him as an individual; I am 
concerned with him as a type. Mr 
Penrose stands in Pennsylvania as 
Mr.' Barnes stands in New York and 
Mr. Lorlmer in Illinois. 
When we 


fight these men and their activities, 
we .are fighting the battle of all de- 
cent men and In particular, we are 


i lighting the battle of the honest Re 


publican rank and file, whom thesi 
men have misrepresented and be 
trayed. 


It Is well to keep in mind that we 


Bow have Mr. Wilson's administration, 
that we now suffer from a wretched 
foreign policy and from home policies 
in national affairs which have serious 
ly impaired the well-being' of our 
people, primarily because of the action 
of Senator Penrose in association with 
men of the same type like Mr. Barnes 
Messrs. Penrose, Barnes and their as 
soclates at Chicago taking advantage 
of the fact that national nominating 
conventions are not protected by law, 
followed a course of conduct morally 
every whit as bad as that which at 
elections result 
in wrong-doers of 


humbler rank being put In stripes. 
They stole from the rank and file of 
the Republican Party the right to 
govern themselves; to nominate their 
own candidates and promulgate their 
own platform. They took this action 
with the deliberate purpose of sleeting 
a Democratic president because they 
infinitely preferred the triumph of

men at the Chicago convention was 
merely the culmination ots. long series; 
lot actions oa their part- Their pow-, 
iff and the weU-bejng of .the interests 


lEey subserved 3&j>en<Ted upon Sieir 
control of executive action and even 
more upon their control of legis- 
latlo 
Gradually this control 
of 


theirs had become almost absolute. 
They opposed us merely because at 
the moment we embodied those forces, 
and principles, the triumph of which 
meant the ending of the system which 
kept them in. public Hie as efficient 
tools and representatives of the great 
Interests behind them. Rather than 
gee this control broken, Messrs. Pen-: 
rose, Barnes and their associates de- 
liberately put the democratic organ- 
ization and Mr. Wilson into.power at 
Washington. 


Of course, our contest must always 


be primarily one for principles. 
It 


must always be a contest to enact 
into law and reduce to the domain, of 
executive action these principles. But 
It is impossible to do this effectively 
until we drive from political leader- 
ship the boss whose very existence 
in politics is the negation of these 
principles. 
There is no use in en- 


deavoring to put into effect our plat- 
form for social and industrial Justice 
If. the legislative and executive officers 
of 
government are 
mere 
sub-offi- 


cers of a boss, whether this boss be 
Mr. Penrose, Mr. Barnes, or Mr. Mur- 
phy. Much of our effort is to secure 
laws protecting the labor of women 
and prohibiting the labor of children 
in mines and factories, providing for 
workmen's compensation and the like. 
Our effort is to secure equality of op- 
portunity, to democratize industry, 
tnd to better the living and working 
conditions of all who are not vicious, 
shiftless and Idle. Our effort is to bet- 
ter the standard of living and work- 
Jng, making it worthy of a free peo- 
ple; and gradually to introduce the 
beginnings of representative govern- 
ment into business. 
This eftort is 


bound to come to naught, if, in its ac- 
tual working, the forces of govern- 
ment are administered by men whose 
whole theory of ' action is based on 
the alliance of crooked politics with, 
crooked wealth. 


Mtfch of our effort is to help the 


men /who live on farms to help them- 
selves by working in co-operation, so 
that they may better the conditions of 
Hying, so that they may produce more 
and at the same time make their tafias 
more attractive to their children, so 
that they may market their products 
themselves and apply the best busi- 
ness methods for the benefit of those 
who till the soil; and this effort will 
fail if the government of state and na- 
tion is controlled by men who treat 
with derision the very idea of seri- 
ously studying the conditions in the 
open country that need remedying. 


Much of our effort is to help indus- 


try. We propose to help business by. 
enabling honest business men to, co- 
operate for their own common good 
and for the general public good. We 
propose to- make the conditions such 
that these honest men can earn a'falr 
living for themselves and their fam- 
ilies without the haunting fear of be- 
ing prosecuted for violations of law 
which they did not and-could not 
know were such and which were not 
Violations of sound public policy. 


Much of our effort is t6 help men 


and women workers. Just as we be- 
lieve in co-operation among the farm- 
ers and the: business men so we be-

lieve in co-operation among the wage- 
workers', in order that they may better 
their conditions of living and have 
a larger share in the prosperity of: 
industry. And we further believe that 
the wage-workers and the business 
men must co-operate together and 
work closer together for their mutual 
advantage. It has been the cut-throatv 
competition ,of the past—the competit 
tion that Mr. Wilson is determined tjb 
preserve by law—which has not only 
hurt business and prevented the bujsi- 
ness man from working most effect- 
ively for the common good but wpich 
has forced the working man to *ork 
for ruinously small wages. We/pro-

Two years ago, in our 


national and state platforms, which 
we designated "contracts with the 
people," we pledged ourselves to cer- 
tain definite reforms. 
Even before 


the Presidential campaign

1912 


was over in this and* other states, 
our committees were at work prepar- 
ing bills to carry out the pledges of 
our state platforms. In this respect, 
you in Pennsylvania 
were leaders. 


You controlled the Republican State 
Convention of May, 1912. After draw- 
ing the first Progressive state plat- 
form, the convention took the then- 
unprecedented step of appointing a 
commi'.tee, known as its executive and 
legislative committee, to prepare bills 
to carry out its platform pledges. 
This committee presented to your 
legislature of 1913 a number of meas- 
ures all of which passed your House 
of Representatives. 


IThe Pennsylvania Progressive legis- 


lative program is one of which you 
may well be proud. It Included laws, 
to provide non-partisan nominations 
and elections for all local offices, as 
well as for judges, and to prevent cor- 
rupt practices at primary and regular 
elections. Had this last bill become 
law, no candidate for United States 
Senator or Governor could have ex- 
pended at both the primary and regu- 
lar elections combined more than ten 
thousand dollars. 
The expenditure 


by a candidate for Governor in a pri- 
mary contest of nearly forty thousand 
dollars would have been impossible. , 


There were also bills carrying out 


our pledge to promote social and in- 
dustrial justice—a bill preventing the 
employment of women in manufactur- 
ing establishments more than fifty 
hours per week, or more than nine 
hours per day, a Minimum Wage Bill, 
and a Child Labor Bill containing the 
provisions advocated by the National 
Child .Labor Association and by all 
persons interested la child welfare— 
a bill which would have prevented 
the present exploitation of child labor 
in this state, including the disgrace- 
ful labor of children under sixteen in 
glass factories at night; a bill which 
would have been the-nrst step In giv- 
ing to ail the children of Pennsylvan- 
ia what every child is entitled to have, 
namely, a right to a time for play, 
to the opportunity to grow up strong 
In body, and to a mental and physical 
training adequate to enable it to meet 
the duties and responsibilities of man- 
hood or womanhood. The restrictions 
on the labor of women and children 
which the Pennsylvania Progressives 
advocated are now on the statute 
books of a majority of the states, and 
a number of western states last yea 
enacted minimum wage laws.

I hold in my hand a pamphlet en- 


titled, 
"Progressive 
Congressional 


Program." 
It contains some twelve 


measures- prepared by a Joint commit- 
tee of the Progressive members of 
Congress and of the National Legisla- 
tive Reference Committee of the Pro- 
gressive Party. 


I commend it, of course, to Pro- 


gressives, but especially to those who 
are trying to make It appear that the 
Progressive Party represents merely 
a . sentiment, and, not definite, con- 
crete measures. 
/ 


The Progressive Party stands for 


protection as regards business man, 
farmer and wage-worker alike. It is 
against all favoritism to special in- 
terests. It believes that the tariff is 
a matter, not of politics, but of sound 
public policy, and that It should be 
handled in a business 
way. The 


schedules should be determined by a 
knowledge of facts, not by trading 
votes and log-rolling. 
It should be 


the result of the w.reful deliberation 
of a body of trained men, chosen not 
for their political beliefs, but for their 
expert knowledge of business condi- 
tions. We Progressives advocate! th.' 
immediate creation of a con-partisan 
commission with power to propose re- 
vision of the tariff rates, schedule by 
schedule, treating each case on an in- 
telligent consideration of its merits, 
divorced from favoritism and the fos- 
tering of special interests. 


Let us turn now to the .f regressive 


anti-trust program. 
We believe in 


co-operation among business 
men, 


among farmers 
and among wage- 


the fundamental proposition that the 
State should regard private monopo- 
listic power as contrary to public wel- 
fare, but that it should never attack 
a particular business 
organization 


merely because of its size. In many 
lines of Industry the unit of social 
and economic efficiency in our time 
la a large unit. \Vhat we want is a 
business machinery strong and effi- 
cient enough to do our business work, 
to supply well and cheaply the daily 
needs of 90,»00,000 people. We want 
that machinery run honestly, fairly 
and without monopoly. In short, we 
want business power ample to serve 
us, and we do not want that power 
abused. We want the control of cor- 
porations to be exercised effectively 
and promptly, so as to get results We 
should e«d once and for all the at- 
tempt to regulate business by a ser- 
ies of law-suits. We wish to put a 
atop to the misdeeds of 
business 


men who do wrong. We wish also to 
put a stop to the harrying and perse- 
cution of honest business men who do 
right. 


The Progressives therefore advo- 


cate the creation of a strong Inter- 
state Trade Commission and would 
give 
such 
Commission, 
primarily, 


three powers: 


First, tho power of investigation. 


The Commission should be able to as- 
certain on complaint or on its own 
motion, whether • monopoly in fact 
exists, and if It does exist, the basis 
of Its monopolistic power. 


Second, the power directly to pro- 


hibit all unfair trade practices within 
its jurisdiction. This power would 
enable the Commission to stop all 
monopolies based on unfair and op- 
pressive trade practices. Whenever 
monopoly Is based on such practices, 
what is needed Is not the right to rec- 
ommend that suits be brought by the 
Attorney-General, or by anyone else. 
Wha?. is needed Is the direct power In 
the Commission Itself to stop the" 
wrong. 


Third, the power to end the exclu- 


sive control of a factor necessary to 
production by an order adapted to the 
circumstances of the particular csse. 
The order may involve changes in or- 
ganization, in management, or In the 
conduct of the business. Where ex- 
clusive possession of a natural re- 
source is the basis of the monopoly, 
it may ba ne.eessary to subject its pos- 
session to the obligation of public 


rvice, that Is, the obligation to sell 


to others a reasonable amount at 
reasonable rates. 


Our constructive program of anti- 


trust legislation has no quarrel with 
large business organizations as such. 
On the Contrary we recognize that 
business efficiency In production can 
be attained only through business or- 
ganization. But we demand that the 
government be clothed with all the 
necessary power to crusfi monopoly 
with,all its attendant evils. 


Contrasted with this program we 


have the Democratic anti-trust pro- 
gram now .under discussion in the 
Senate of the United States. 
That 


program proves the inadequacy of the 
Democratic Party for vhe present and 
the future of the Nation. It Is and 
always will be, the State's Rights 
Party, the Party opposed to strong 
Federal action, < the 
Power." 
"Party-afraid-of- 


We cannot control our great Na- 


tional businesses without power, Na 
tional power. But the Democrats dare 
,BOt use power themselves, nor let any- 
one else have it. 
Their trust pro- 


gram, as It stands today, is made fu- 
tile by this fear. Tbeir official admin- 
istration bills propose a weak Federal 
Trade Commission, with no power \ex- 
cept to investigate and report. They 
fear to give the „ government 
the 


strength to cope with corporate abus- 
es. They fear to give the Commis- 
sion power to prevent unfair trade 
'practices. 
Indeed, 
their 
measure 


iwpuld hardly give the Commission 
;pbwer really to investigate, much less 
to destroy by proper administrative 
order, monopolies based on the exclu- 
sive possession of a factor essential 
to production. To the powers of in- 
vestigation and recommendation which 
the bill proposes to give to the Com- 
mission, so far as they go, we have 
no objection. It is the Inadequacy of 
the Commission's power to destroy 
monopoly which we condemn. 
,' 


But the Clayton Bill goes hopeless- 


ly wrong in that it forbids specifi- 
cally any combination, or agreement 
in interstate commerce, between any 
two or more corporations, firms or 
even individuals, which in any way 
lessens or restricts the competition 
between them. This is the hub of 
their whole position. 
They propose 


to force every man to compete .with 
every other man. They hoid that two 
farmers selling milk across a State 
line cannot co-operate; and that two 
men doing any business across a State 
line cannot form a partnership or a 
corporation. 
They Insist that there 


must be no big business power, con- 
centrated power, or large enterprise 
anywhere, and that our business must 
go back to the period of not merely 
1850, but 1650; to the cobbler's bench, 
:he grist-mill, and the blacksmith's 
forge. 


Thig is economic absurdity. We live 


a the twentletl century, not the sev- 
enteeth. 'We have ninety millions of 
pitizens, scattered over almost four 
million square/ miles. They cannot 
ixist in any sich primitive business 
status. We mist have ample power 
arge units, to jdo the work of today, 
lut the Democrats dare not ^Ive to 
lie government the firm grasp an A 
•each to control these corporations. 
•o they are forced into the absurd po> 
ition of proposing to destroy all oust 
ess power. They cannot, under their, 


theories of government control busl- 


ess. Therefore, their sole alterna- 
te is to destroy it. They are ab- 
solutely blind to the facts of history. 
Unlimited competition has 
proved 


one of the graaCselt curses of modem 
civilization. 
It was unlimited com- 


petition- which created the great 
trusts, exactly as 
*t created 
the 


sweat-shop and is chiefly responsible 
for child labor. 
The New Freedom 


Js merely the exceedingly old freedom 
which permits each man to cut hie 
neighbor's throat. 


The Progressive* are of tho twen- 


tieth century. 
They face the facU 


of today. They are not afraid of pow- 
er, either in business or in Govern- 
ment. Their program will allow busi- 
ness concentration in so far as such 
concentration gives social and econo- 
mic efficiency and good service. Bat 
It will also give the Government full 
power to see that business concentra- 
tion does serve these necessary ends, 
and that it is not used for unfair com- 
petition or for monopoly, or for the un- 
fair treatment of labor or for any oth- 
er anti-social end. 
/ 


This is the only tenable position on 


the trust problem, for Jt faces tha 
facts, and does not try to turn ba»k 
the hands of the clock. By long and 
disappointing experience we have had 
several cardinal facts hammered Into 
us. 


FIRST,: We cannot apd do not want 


to destroy all corporations; we must 
have large units to do our work. 


SECOND: We cannot make every 


man compete with every other man; 
we cannot go back to 1860, still less 
to 1650. 


THIRD: We cannot destroy mono- 


poly, by attacking all forms, of concen- 
tration whether monopolistic or not. 


FOURTH: We cannot destroy real 


monopoly by attacking its legal form. 
We must find out and take away the 
real economic .basis of monopoly, 
which Is a very different thing. 


FIFTH: 
We can get no effective 


results through the courts, with their 
slow and restricted procedure. 


SIXTH: 
We must encourage hon- 


est business, and allow that business 
concentration which will give the pow- 
er necessary to serve us. This policy 
of the encouragement of decent busi- 
ness Is as important to the welfare 
of our -people as Is our other policy 
of effective warfare against corrupt 
and unfair business. 


SEVENTH: There must be co-op- 


eration among business men, among 
wage-workers and among fanners. 


Our program recognizes the facts 
1 today. 
We must 


power to do our work. We Progres- 
sives are not afraid of power. We 
know .that power can be controlled to 
good ends and Is necessary for great 
ends. We know this Is true in busi- 
ness, as in government, and that no 
other position is possible for the mod- 
ern state.

We cannot control our great Nation- 


al businesses without power, National 
power. But the Democrats dare not 
use power themselves, or let anyone 
else have It. Their trust program, as it 
stands today, is made futile by this 
Ssar.

SOLAR ENERGY. 


Its Constant Radiation 
IB Lessening 


the Mass of Our Sun. 


Tbe work of Einstein on the principle 


of relativity shows that n body which | 
radiates energy loses a portion of its I 
mass depending on the energy radlat- I 
ed. 
It follows that the sun. which j 


continually radiates energy, is con- 
stantly losing mass. M. J. Busier bus 
calculated that the sun loses a mass 
equal to that of our earth in 30,000.000 i 
years.

If it be assumed that the mass thus 


lost Is gravitational mass it follows 
that • the length of the year increases 
by six seconds in 1,000.000 years and 
that In the same time the mean longi- 
tude of the earth is affected in such a 
•way as to produce a variation of one- 
tenth of a year—that is. a retardation 
of thirty-sir days in the seasons. 


Such variations are too minute to 


be observable, in stellar systems pos- 
sessing a higher {temperature the ef- 
fect would be much more marked, for 
the energy radiated by a body varies 
as the fourth power of its absolute 
temperature. 
', 


If. as M. Nordmann believes, there 


exist stars having a temperature six 
or seven times that of our sun their 
radiation is one or two thousand times 
as intense. Thus, if the temperature 
of Algol is 13.800 degrees, it is calcu- 
lated that.at the end of 2,000 years the 
eclipses of Algol suffer a retardation 
of about twelve minutes.—Boston Her- 
ald.

We stand 
fpr justice to all and therefore we fee 
bound to work with heart and brain 
for that material prosperity the lack 
of which will prevent our doing jus- 
tice to an?one.

for that very reason we desire that 
there may be in exlitenc* prosperity 
sufficient to pa** around. 


The present national administration 


Is pursuing a course that prevents th« 
existence of prosperity, and that does 
not offer a single serious or intelllgibU 
plan for passing prosperity around 
Should prosperity, In spite of the ad- 
ministration's efforts, at some future 
time return to our people. This Is true 
both as regards the trust question 
and the tariff question 
As regards 


both, the cnly wise course to follow 
is that set forth In the National Pro- 
gressive Platform. The nation should 
deal with both by continuing execu- 
tive action through administrative 
commissions of ample power. 
One 


commission should shape our tariff poll 
cies so as, with toorough knowledge 
disinterestedly acquired, to give prop- 
er encouragement to our merchants

yet a native of Africa, but I can bear 
witness to the fact that there are lit- 
erally "Showers of Frogs". This was 
demonstrated to me when a child liv- 
ing at the corner of Market and Third 
streets, about 1856 or '57. 
A hard 


rain was in progress, when all at once 
we thought hail was beginning 
to 


fall. Going to the window, instead of 
hail we beheld dark objects coming 
down. When the rain had sufficiently 
slackened we ran out to see what 
the objects were, and to our surprise 
beheld the ground literally alive with' 
little frogs, in size from % to % of an 
inch in length. 


This phenomenon is indelibly iih- 


pressed upon my memory, as well as 
upon that of the once little boy, -a 
visitor at that time at my ^father's 
home, and we very often speak of it, 
but what I have wanted to know is — 
how did the frogs get up in the air or 
clouds' On this point I enclose note 
taken from Philadelphia Inquirer of 
June 30. 
"Showers of frogs, Vorms and organ- 
isms of a miscroscopie nature, swept 
up by the wind and earned ofl: in 
clouds for a considerable distance 
have been put on record ever since 
ancient classic times. 


"We gave a number of instances in 


two recent articles, published respec- 
tively on April 19 and May 3." 


This fact, does not say, either, that 


the myriads seen recently about the 
pavements and parks came in a rain, 
though that could have occurred in 
one of the several showers we had 
during the night.

If forecasts of statisticians be true, 


there will be fewer injuries, with a 
consequent decrease in the number of 
deaths from tetanus (lock-jaw)on $ur 
National holiday this year. In past 
years thousands have been maimed 
for life and left dependent upon the 
communities in which they live. 
To 


prevent such accidents and fatalities 
your Board of Health wishes to call 
your attention to the following facts 
which should receive prompt and skill 
ful attention in the event of injury. 


All injuries contaminated by street 


dust are 
serious and should be 


promptly treated to prevent lock-jaw 
Eighty-five per cent of persons suf- 
fering from lock-jaw under former 
methods of treatment died. 
With 


the use of tetanus antitoxin and prop- 
er treatment sixty per cent die, thus 
showing the high mortality with in- 
fected wounds of this character. 


If the wound is very slight or if the 


family physician is not available carry 
out the following measures exactly as 
stated. 


Thoroughly remove every particle 


of foreign material. 


Dry the would with sterile cotton, 


and then paint it liberally with tinc- 
ture of iodine. Be sure to get it into 
all the parts of the wound. 
This 


should be followed 
by a loose Wet 


dressing such as fifty per cent alcohol. 
Keep the cloths continuously wet. If 
the\skin is torn do not paste the flap 
down or try to close the wound as 
this is the surest way to encourage 
the growth of the lockjaw bacteria if 
there be any there. 


Remember however, that in wounds 


of this character the home treatment 
is not justifiable, and you should call 
a physician at once who will not only 
properly care for the wound but ad- 
minister a prophylactic dose of teta- 
nus antitoxin.

while also giving proper protection 
to our wage workers, our farmers and 
our business men. The other commis- 
sion should exercise strict supervision 
and control over big business. We 
should treat It with entire justice, 
drawing the line not on size, but on 
misconduct. 
We should encourage 


the big business man who does well 
and who regards his great abilities 
as a trust to be exercised as much in 
the Interest of tfee public as in hia own 
Interests. But we should check and 
punish him effectually and promptly 
when he exercises these abilities to 
tbe detriment either of the smaller 
business man with whom he competes, 
of the wage-workers who should share 
with him the benefits of his and their 
common efforts or of the general pub- 
lic whom he serves. 


As regards the tariff, I wish especial- 


ly tp call your attention to the prom- 
ises made by President Wilson and 
his supporters two years ago. They 
asserted that their method of tariff 
reduction would reduce the cost of 
living and would thus solve the trust 
question because, as they, said, the 
trusts were the creatures of the tariff. 
We then answered that their promises 
were empty words, that no such re- 
sults as they stated could, or would 
follow from the course they advocated 
and that only by the method we pro- 
pose could either the trust or the 
tariff question be dealt with so as to 
abate the existing evils and at the 
same time Increase the general well- 
being, 
"tewo short years have proved 


us to he right. Their promises have 
not been kept. Their performance has 
brought distress upon the nation. The 
cost of living has not been reduced. 
But the ability of the average man to 
earn a living has been greatly reduced. 
Not the slightest .progress has been 
made toward solving the trust ques- 
tion. 
But the business community 


has been harassed and harried to no 
purpose; and the prosperity of the 
business man has been checked exact- 
ly as the prosperity of the farmer and 
the wage worker has been checked. 
As 
for 
the 
farmer/ the present 


tariff, the administration's tariff, was 
eo framed as to result in the sacri- 
fice of , his interests. 
He had 
no 


spokesman, no friend in high quar- 
ters and his welfare was contemptu- 
ously sacrificed. At every point where 
bis interest was concerned he was 
made to suffer. As for the wage-work- 
er, the result of the tariff was that 
he suffered even more than his em- 
ployer. 
' 


As for the employer, sometimes he 


has been able to struggle on with the 
loss of profits, sometimes he has 
had to close his shop. In businesses 
in which any of 'the big1 trusts were 
concerned, it was the small competi- 
tors of the trusts who were injured 
and in many cases ruined. Tariff re- 
duction .as put into practice by the 
present administration has chiefly ben- 


_ eflted foreign rivals and competitors. 


It has done grave injury to the busi- 
ness community and the farming com- 
munity and has caused suffering to 
the wage-workers and the whole poli- 
cy of the administration has been one 
to cause our people in 'business, our 
people on the farms, our people with 
dinner pails, to look toward the fu- 
ture with grave concern and apprehen- 
sion. 


It Is, of course, essential to rebuke 


those leaders who, by their action, 
helped to put the present administra- 
tion In power, and, moreover, it is of 
vital consequence to the future well- 
being of our people, to drive from pub- 
lic life all men whose political activi- 
ties In state and nation alike, have 
been such as those of Senator Pen- 
rose. This Is not only a political but 
a moral Issue. 
I mention the name 


of Senator Penrose, merely because 
he typifies a class. I am not concern- 
ed with him as an individual; I am 
concerned with him as a type. Mr 
Penrose stands in Pennsylvania as 
Mr.' Barnes stands in New York and 
Mr. Lorlmer in Illinois. 
When we 


fight these men and their activities, 
we .are fighting the battle of all de- 
cent men and In particular, we are 


i lighting the battle of the honest Re 


publican rank and file, whom thesi 
men have misrepresented and be 
trayed. 


It Is well to keep in mind that we 


Bow have Mr. Wilson's administration, 
that we now suffer from a wretched 
foreign policy and from home policies 
in national affairs which have serious 
ly impaired the well-being' of our 
people, primarily because of the action 
of Senator Penrose in association with 
men of the same type like Mr. Barnes 
Messrs. Penrose, Barnes and their as 
soclates at Chicago taking advantage 
of the fact that national nominating 
conventions are not protected by law, 
followed a course of conduct morally 
every whit as bad as that which at 
elections result 
in wrong-doers of 


humbler rank being put In stripes. 
They stole from the rank and file of 
the Republican Party the right to 
govern themselves; to nominate their 
own candidates and promulgate their 
own platform. They took this action 
with the deliberate purpose of sleeting 
a Democratic president because they 
infinitely preferred the triumph of

'foes of decent citizenship. Their po-

'decent men cannot succeed them and

i Remember that tbe action of thesej 
men at the Chicago convention was 
merely the culmination ots. long series; 
lot actions oa their part- Their pow-, 
iff and the weU-bejng of .the interests 


lEey subserved 3&j>en<Ted upon Sieir 
control of executive action and even 
more upon their control of legis- 
latlo 
Gradually this control 
of 


theirs had become almost absolute. 
They opposed us merely because at 
the moment we embodied those forces, 
and principles, the triumph of which 
meant the ending of the system which 
kept them in. public Hie as efficient 
tools and representatives of the great 
Interests behind them. Rather than 
gee this control broken, Messrs. Pen-: 
rose, Barnes and their associates de- 
liberately put the democratic organ- 
ization and Mr. Wilson into.power at 
Washington. 


Of course, our contest must always 


be primarily one for principles. 
It 


must always be a contest to enact 
into law and reduce to the domain, of 
executive action these principles. But 
It is impossible to do this effectively 
until we drive from political leader- 
ship the boss whose very existence 
in politics is the negation of these 
principles. 
There is no use in en- 


deavoring to put into effect our plat- 
form for social and industrial Justice 
If. the legislative and executive officers 
of 
government are 
mere 
sub-offi- 


cers of a boss, whether this boss be 
Mr. Penrose, Mr. Barnes, or Mr. Mur- 
phy. Much of our effort is to secure 
laws protecting the labor of women 
and prohibiting the labor of children 
in mines and factories, providing for 
workmen's compensation and the like. 
Our effort is to secure equality of op- 
portunity, to democratize industry, 
tnd to better the living and working 
conditions of all who are not vicious, 
shiftless and Idle. Our effort is to bet- 
ter the standard of living and work- 
Jng, making it worthy of a free peo- 
ple; and gradually to introduce the 
beginnings of representative govern- 
ment into business. 
This eftort is 


bound to come to naught, if, in its ac- 
tual working, the forces of govern- 
ment are administered by men whose 
whole theory of ' action is based on 
the alliance of crooked politics with, 
crooked wealth. 


Mtfch of our effort is to help the 


men /who live on farms to help them- 
selves by working in co-operation, so 
that they may better the conditions of 
Hying, so that they may produce more 
and at the same time make their tafias 
more attractive to their children, so 
that they may market their products 
themselves and apply the best busi- 
ness methods for the benefit of those 
who till the soil; and this effort will 
fail if the government of state and na- 
tion is controlled by men who treat 
with derision the very idea of seri- 
ously studying the conditions in the 
open country that need remedying. 


Much of our effort is to help indus- 


try. We propose to help business by. 
enabling honest business men to, co- 
operate for their own common good 
and for the general public good. We 
propose to- make the conditions such 
that these honest men can earn a'falr 
living for themselves and their fam- 
ilies without the haunting fear of be- 
ing prosecuted for violations of law 
which they did not and-could not 
know were such and which were not 
Violations of sound public policy. 


Much of our effort is t6 help men 


and women workers. Just as we be- 
lieve in co-operation among the farm- 
ers and the: business men so we be-

lieve in co-operation among the wage- 
workers', in order that they may better 
their conditions of living and have 
a larger share in the prosperity of: 
industry. And we further believe that 
the wage-workers and the business 
men must co-operate together and 
work closer together for their mutual 
advantage. It has been the cut-throatv 
competition ,of the past—the competit 
tion that Mr. Wilson is determined tjb 
preserve by law—which has not only 
hurt business and prevented the bujsi- 
ness man from working most effect- 
ively for the common good but wpich 
has forced the working man to *ork 
for ruinously small wages. We/pro- 
pose to substitute the era of cc/-oper- 
ation for the

and wage-workers; and as aTneces- 
sary corollary we believe that the 
government must in tiorou/feh-going 
fashion supervise and regujate this 
movement toward co-operation.

Two years ago, in our 


national and state platforms, which 
we designated "contracts with the 
people," we pledged ourselves to cer- 
tain definite reforms.

was over in this and* other states, 
our committees were at work prepar- 
ing bills to carry out the pledges of 
our state platforms. In this respect, 
you in Pennsylvania 
were leaders. 


You controlled the Republican State 
Convention of May, 1912. After draw- 
ing the first Progressive state plat- 
form, the convention took the then- 
unprecedented step of appointing a 
commi'.tee, known as its executive and 
legislative committee, to prepare bills 
to carry out its platform pledges. 
This committee presented to your 
legislature of 1913 a number of meas- 
ures all of which passed your House 
of Representatives. 


IThe Pennsylvania Progressive legis- 


lative program is one of which you 
may well be proud. It Included laws, 
to provide non-partisan nominations 
and elections for all local offices, as 
well as for judges, and to prevent cor- 
rupt practices at primary and regular 
elections. Had this last bill become 
law, no candidate for United States 
Senator or Governor could have ex- 
pended at both the primary and regu- 
lar elections combined more than ten 
thousand dollars. 
The expenditure 


by a candidate for Governor in a pri- 
mary contest of nearly forty thousand 
dollars would have been impossible. , 


There were also bills carrying out 


our pledge to promote social and in- 
dustrial justice—a bill preventing the 
employment of women in manufactur- 
ing establishments more than fifty 
hours per week, or more than nine 
hours per day, a Minimum Wage Bill, 
and a Child Labor Bill containing the 
provisions advocated by the National 
Child .Labor Association and by all 
persons interested la child welfare— 
a bill which would have prevented 
the present exploitation of child labor 
in this state, including the disgrace- 
ful labor of children under sixteen in 
glass factories at night; a bill which 
would have been the-nrst step In giv- 
ing to ail the children of Pennsylvan- 
ia what every child is entitled to have, 
namely, a right to a time for play, 
to the opportunity to grow up strong 
In body, and to a mental and physical 
training adequate to enable it to meet 
the duties and responsibilities of man- 
hood or womanhood. The restrictions 
on the labor of women and children 
which the Pennsylvania Progressives 
advocated are now on the statute 
books of a majority of the states, and 
a number of western states last yea 
enacted minimum wage laws.

Thus you, the Progressive Party of 


Pennsylvania, did your utmost to ful- 
fill to the letter all pledges made 
prior to the last election.

For, 
remember, the organization controlled

I hold in my hand a pamphlet en- 


titled, 
"Progressive 
Congressional 


Program." 
It contains some twelve 


measures- prepared by a Joint commit- 
tee of the Progressive members of 
Congress and of the National Legisla- 
tive Reference Committee of the Pro- 
gressive Party. 


I commend it, of course, to Pro- 


gressives, but especially to those who 
are trying to make It appear that the 
Progressive Party represents merely 
a . sentiment, and, not definite, con- 
crete measures. 
/ 


The Progressive Party stands for 


protection as regards business man, 
farmer and wage-worker alike. It is 
against all favoritism to special in- 
terests. It believes that the tariff is 
a matter, not of politics, but of sound 
public policy, and that It should be 
handled in a business 
way. The 


schedules should be determined by a 
knowledge of facts, not by trading 
votes and log-rolling. 
It should be 


the result of the w.reful deliberation 
of a body of trained men, chosen not 
for their political beliefs, but for their 
expert knowledge of business condi- 
tions. We Progressives advocate! th.' 
immediate creation of a con-partisan 
commission with power to propose re- 
vision of the tariff rates, schedule by 
schedule, treating each case on an in- 
telligent consideration of its merits, 
divorced from favoritism and the fos- 
tering of special interests. 


Let us turn now to the .f regressive 


anti-trust program. 
We believe in 


co-operation among business 
men, 


among farmers 
and among wage- 


the fundamental proposition that the 
State should regard private monopo- 
listic power as contrary to public wel- 
fare, but that it should never attack 
a particular business 
organization 


merely because of its size. In many 
lines of Industry the unit of social 
and economic efficiency in our time 
la a large unit. \Vhat we want is a 
business machinery strong and effi- 
cient enough to do our business work, 
to supply well and cheaply the daily 
needs of 90,»00,000 people. We want 
that machinery run honestly, fairly 
and without monopoly. In short, we 
want business power ample to serve 
us, and we do not want that power 
abused. We want the control of cor- 
porations to be exercised effectively 
and promptly, so as to get results We 
should e«d once and for all the at- 
tempt to regulate business by a ser- 
ies of law-suits. We wish to put a 
atop to the misdeeds of 
business 


men who do wrong. We wish also to 
put a stop to the harrying and perse- 
cution of honest business men who do 
right. 


The Progressives therefore advo- 


cate the creation of a strong Inter- 
state Trade Commission and would 
give 
such 
Commission, 
primarily, 


three powers: 


First, tho power of investigation. 


The Commission should be able to as- 
certain on complaint or on its own 
motion, whether • monopoly in fact 
exists, and if It does exist, the basis 
of Its monopolistic power. 


Second, the power directly to pro- 


hibit all unfair trade practices within 
its jurisdiction. This power would 
enable the Commission to stop all 
monopolies based on unfair and op- 
pressive trade practices. Whenever 
monopoly Is based on such practices, 
what is needed Is not the right to rec- 
ommend that suits be brought by the 
Attorney-General, or by anyone else. 
Wha?. is needed Is the direct power In 
the Commission Itself to stop the" 
wrong. 


Third, the power to end the exclu- 


sive control of a factor necessary to 
production by an order adapted to the 
circumstances of the particular csse. 
The order may involve changes in or- 
ganization, in management, or In the 
conduct of the business. Where ex- 
clusive possession of a natural re- 
source is the basis of the monopoly, 
it may ba ne.eessary to subject its pos- 
session to the obligation of public 


rvice, that Is, the obligation to sell 


to others a reasonable amount at 
reasonable rates. 


Our constructive program of anti- 


trust legislation has no quarrel with 
large business organizations as such. 
On the Contrary we recognize that 
business efficiency In production can 
be attained only through business or- 
ganization. But we demand that the 
government be clothed with all the 
necessary power to crusfi monopoly 
with,all its attendant evils. 


Contrasted with this program we 


have the Democratic anti-trust pro- 
gram now .under discussion in the 
Senate of the United States. 
That 


program proves the inadequacy of the 
Democratic Party for vhe present and 
the future of the Nation. It Is and 
always will be, the State's Rights 
Party, the Party opposed to strong 
Federal action, < the 
Power." 
"Party-afraid-of- 


We cannot control our great Na- 


tional businesses without power, Na 
tional power. But the Democrats dare 
,BOt use power themselves, nor let any- 
one else have it. 
Their trust pro- 


gram, as It stands today, is made fu- 
tile by this fear. Tbeir official admin- 
istration bills propose a weak Federal 
Trade Commission, with no power \ex- 
cept to investigate and report. They 
fear to give the „ government 
the 


strength to cope with corporate abus- 
es. They fear to give the Commis- 
sion power to prevent unfair trade 
'practices. 
Indeed, 
their 
measure 


iwpuld hardly give the Commission 
;pbwer really to investigate, much less 
to destroy by proper administrative 
order, monopolies based on the exclu- 
sive possession of a factor essential 
to production. To the powers of in- 
vestigation and recommendation which 
the bill proposes to give to the Com- 
mission, so far as they go, we have 
no objection. It is the Inadequacy of 
the Commission's power to destroy 
monopoly which we condemn. 
,' 


But the Clayton Bill goes hopeless- 


ly wrong in that it forbids specifi- 
cally any combination, or agreement 
in interstate commerce, between any 
two or more corporations, firms or 
even individuals, which in any way 
lessens or restricts the competition 
between them. This is the hub of 
their whole position. 
They propose 


to force every man to compete .with 
every other man. They hoid that two 
farmers selling milk across a State 
line cannot co-operate; and that two 
men doing any business across a State 
line cannot form a partnership or a 
corporation. 
They Insist that there 


must be no big business power, con- 
centrated power, or large enterprise 
anywhere, and that our business must 
go back to the period of not merely 
1850, but 1650; to the cobbler's bench, 
:he grist-mill, and the blacksmith's 
forge. 


Thig is economic absurdity. We live 


a the twentletl century, not the sev- 
enteeth. 'We have ninety millions of 
pitizens, scattered over almost four 
million square/ miles. They cannot 
ixist in any sich primitive business 
status. We mist have ample power 
arge units, to jdo the work of today, 
lut the Democrats dare not ^Ive to 
lie government the firm grasp an A 
•each to control these corporations. 
•o they are forced into the absurd po> 
ition of proposing to destroy all oust 
ess power. They cannot, under their, 


theories of government control busl- 


ess. Therefore, their sole alterna- 
te is to destroy it. They are ab- 
solutely blind to the facts of history. 
Unlimited competition has 
proved 


one of the graaCselt curses of modem 
civilization. 
It was unlimited com- 


petition- which created the great 
trusts, exactly as 
*t created 
the 


sweat-shop and is chiefly responsible 
for child labor. 
The New Freedom 


Js merely the exceedingly old freedom 
which permits each man to cut hie 
neighbor's throat. 


The Progressive* are of tho twen- 


tieth century. 
They face the facU 


of today. They are not afraid of pow- 
er, either in business or in Govern- 
ment. Their program will allow busi- 
ness concentration in so far as such 
concentration gives social and econo- 
mic efficiency and good service. Bat 
It will also give the Government full 
power to see that business concentra- 
tion does serve these necessary ends, 
and that it is not used for unfair com- 
petition or for monopoly, or for the un- 
fair treatment of labor or for any oth- 
er anti-social end. 
/ 


This is the only tenable position on 


the trust problem, for Jt faces tha 
facts, and does not try to turn ba»k 
the hands of the clock. By long and 
disappointing experience we have had 
several cardinal facts hammered Into 
us. 


FIRST,: We cannot apd do not want 


to destroy all corporations; we must 
have large units to do our work. 


SECOND: We cannot make every 


man compete with every other man; 
we cannot go back to 1860, still less 
to 1650. 


THIRD: We cannot destroy mono- 


poly, by attacking all forms, of concen- 
tration whether monopolistic or not. 


FOURTH: We cannot destroy real 


monopoly by attacking its legal form. 
We must find out and take away the 
real economic .basis of monopoly, 
which Is a very different thing. 


FIFTH: 
We can get no effective 


results through the courts, with their 
slow and restricted procedure. 


SIXTH: 
We must encourage hon- 


est business, and allow that business 
concentration which will give the pow- 
er necessary to serve us. This policy 
of the encouragement of decent busi- 
ness Is as important to the welfare 
of our -people as Is our other policy 
of effective warfare against corrupt 
and unfair business. 


SEVENTH: There must be co-op- 


eration among business men, among 
wage-workers and among fanners. 


Our program recognizes the facts 
1 today. 
We must 


power to do our work. We Progres- 
sives are not afraid of power. We 
know .that power can be controlled to 
good ends and Is necessary for great 
ends. We know this Is true in busi- 
ness, as in government, and that no 
other position is possible for the mod- 
ern state.

We cannot control our great Nation-

SOLAR ENERGY. 


Its Constant Radiation 
IB Lessening 


the Mass of Our Sun. 


Tbe work of Einstein on the principle 


of relativity shows that n body which | 
radiates energy loses a portion of its I 
mass depending on the energy radlat- I 
ed. 
It follows that the sun. which j 


continually radiates energy, is con- 
stantly losing mass. M. J. Busier bus 
calculated that the sun loses a mass 
equal to that of our earth in 30,000.000 i 
years.

If it be assumed that the mass thus 


lost Is gravitational mass it follows 
that • the length of the year increases 
by six seconds in 1,000.000 years and 
that In the same time the mean longi- 
tude of the earth is affected in such a 
•way as to produce a variation of one- 
tenth of a year—that is. a retardation 
of thirty-sir days in the seasons. 


Such variations are too minute to 


be observable, in stellar systems pos- 
sessing a higher {temperature the ef- 
fect would be much more marked, for 
the energy radiated by a body varies 
as the fourth power of its absolute 
temperature. 
', 


If. as M. Nordmann believes, there 


exist stars having a temperature six 
or seven times that of our sun their 
radiation is one or two thousand times 
as intense. Thus, if the temperature 
of Algol is 13.800 degrees, it is calcu- 
lated that.at the end of 2,000 years the 
eclipses of Algol suffer a retardation 
of about twelve minutes.—Boston Her- 
ald.
